re & What thickness of linoleum do you recommend for 
MAND different installations? 


Much depends on the amount of traffic to be expected. Nairn 
linoleum ranges in thickness from 6.7 mm to 1.4 mm. The 
6.7 mm gauge linoleum (}") is best used in public buildings, 
theatres, cinemas, hotels and hospitals. In offices, schools 
and department stores, we recommend 4.5 mm linoleum ( j,”) 
which is also suitable for hotels and hospitals. The 3.2 mm 
linoleum ({") is more suited to restaurants, cafés, shops 
and offices; for smaller offices, however, the 2.5 mm (,,") is 
sufficient. (For greater detail, see the Nairn Design Book, 
mentioned at the foot of the facing page.)

Does floor-warming affect linoleum? Is there any 


special technique for laying linoleum where floor- 
warming is installed? 


A screed surface temperature of up to 80 F, which is usually 
right for a floor-warming system, does not affect linoleum. 
As long as the floor is dry, the normal laying procedure is 
satisfactory. If you have a concrete floor, however, you 
should allow the normal drying time, run the heating 
system for a few days to dry out the floor, and then test it by 
hygrometer for moisture content. The heating should be 
turned off for one day before linoleum is laid, and should 
not be turned on again for two or three days after laying is 
completed, so as to allow the adhesive to mature.

What makes a good damp-proof course for linoleum? 


There are four answers to this question: 

(a) Hot-applied mastic asphalt or pitch mastic flooring, 
laid |” thick (BS Code of Practice CP 203 [1951}). 

(b) Hot-laid pitch or bitumen in the form of a sandwich 
membrane, laid at least |” thick. 


(c) Cold-applied pitch or bitumen solutions are impervious 
to water but not always to water vapour. It is essential to 
use high quality materials and to lay them strictly in 
accordance with the makers’ instructions. High spots on the 
concrete must be well covered. 

(d) On the Continent and in America, a sandwich membrane 
of polythene at least five-thousandths of an inch thick is 
being used more and more. Many of these installations are 
reported successful; but it is too early yet to recommend 
this method unreservedly.

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THE long-awaited report* of the Royal Commission on Local 
Government in Greater London is a breathtaking and beauti- 
fully written document. It calmly and persuasively proposes 
the dissolution of the Lcc and the County of Middlesex and 
carves off great chunks of Kent, Surrey, Hertfordshire and 
Essex to form a Greater London Council with, under it, a 
second tier of authorities—Greater London Boroughs- 

formed by linking up existing boroughs and urban districts. 

The new boroughs would deal with virtually all aspects of 
local government including education, hitherto always 
regarded a responsibility of the county. The Greater London 
Council would mainly concern itself with major policy issues 
(Development Plans, major schemes of urban renewal) and 
services such as main drainage, fire brigade and main roads 
(including the much-needed network for London) which can 
most satisfactorily be dealt with on a regional basis. 

In spite of the fact that the Government have been quick to 
point out that nothing would be done before local authorities, 
views and public opinion generally have been heard, and that 
new legislation would be required, it is probable that a 
reorganization broadly on the lines suggested will be carried 
out. If this be so, it will be by far the biggest shake-up of local 
government ever experienced in this country. The effects 
will be far-reaching, not only for the present staffs of local 
authorities involved, but for everyone who has dealings with 
them. 

Architects will be interested in the quality of planning which 
results and, more intimately, in its effect on their applications 
for town planning and by-law permission. The present 
situation with its confusion, frustration and delay is most 
unsatisfactory. Will the new set-up be any better? 

Development control, with such exceptions as major 
projects, high buildings, etc., will be carried out by the 
boroughs. Most architects will agree that the smaller the 
authority, the more untrained the staff and the more petty- 
fogging their approach. Will there be enough adequately 
qualified staff to spread over 52 boroughs and will the boroughs 
be prepared to pay enough to attract them? 

It can be assumed that the new boroughs would have greatly 
increased architectural responsibility, with practically all the 
housing and a large part of the schools and the public buildings 
programmes.

New furniture showroom 


Finn Juhl, working in association with Trevor Dannatt, has 
designed London’s latest furniture showroom for C. W. I 
France & Son. Fearnley France, the founder of the company, 
is a Yorkshireman and opened his first furniture factory in 
Denmark in 1948. He has twice enlarged it. His aim is to 
show that quality of craftsmanship can be tained in 
mass-produced furniture. His factory combines the latest 
work study methods and production line techniques with the 
finest machinery, mainly from Great Britain. At the same time, 
large numbers of men are employed at hand-finishing the 
furniture. France & Son use top Danish desig such as 
Sigvard Bernadotte, Huidt & Molgaard Niels« Finn Juhl 
and Ole Wanscher for their furniture. Example their work 
are shown in my photographs. 

The showroom is, as one would expect, simply laid out, 
and decorated with beautiful wood and quiet colours. The 
overall gridded timber ceiling carries movabk fittings 
and masks the bones of the building which otherwise 
left bare and painted white. The rooms depend for their 
colour on the fabrics used on the furniture and on a brilliantly 
bright painting by Patrick Heron. The carpet dark grey 
and the landing wall on the staircase faced with unpolished 
Swedish marble is grey-green.

Exhibition of teacher training colleges 


The Minister of Education, Sir David Eccles, opened an 
exhibition of new buildings for teacher training colleges at 
the Building Centre last week. Thirty-seven designs are 
shown, of which 23 are Anglican and eight Roman Catholic, 
the remainder being of other denominations. The Froebel 
Educational Institute is also represented. They are a very 
mixed bag. 

It is perhaps a good thing to have, from time to time, a 
complete view of the work going on in some field of archi- 
tecture. Selected exhibitions often give an entirely false idea 
of the general standard of work. The main trouble with this 
exhibition, however, is that it is desperately overcrowded and 
tortuously laid out. Too much has been crammed into the 
space available. Nevertheless, there are some very interesting 
schemes on show, notably Robert Matthew & Johnson- 
Marshall’s scheme for Canterbury, Bridgwater & Shepheard’s 
for Chichester and Hening & Chitty’s for Cheltenham. 
Che exhibition will remain open until November 12 


Threat to Albert Gate 


According to a note in The Times, the two Cubitt-built 
mansions flanking the Albert Gate to Hyde Park are in danger 
of being demolished. They are fine examples of Cubitt’s 
Belgravia style and are grand and stately in scale. One of the 
buildings is occupied by the French Embassy. The one 
opposite used to contain a Polish club which was damaged 
by fire some years ago and has now been restored. The 
demolitions would form part of the proposed redevelopment 
of Knightsbridge at the junction of Sloane Street 

This plan is at present anything but clear, although a 
model of a scheme was made some time ago. Knightsbridge 
at this point will have to be widened to fit in with the Hyde 
Park Corner improvements. It now seems that someone 
has discovered that less compensation will have to be paid 
if the buildings on the north side of Knightsbridge are pulled 
down instead of those on the south. The Royal Thames 
Yacht Club, on the north side, is coming down anyway. 

This entrance to the park is the only one with any archi- 
tectural significance, if one excludes Decimus Burton’s screen 
which is now to be largely by-passed. It would be a pity to 
destroy these handsome buildings. On the other hand, the 
departmental stores opposite are housed in buildings of no 
merit. There is likely to be a battle over this with the Lc« 
town planning committee, on one side, and the Lcc finance 
committee and the MoT on the other. 


Leaflets for the builder 


The Neste has published three leaflets of interest to its mem- 
bers and clients—the term ‘customer’ is no longer in use 
it seems. Two of the leaflets are designed for over printing 
with the builder's own name and for issue by him to the 
building public. They are called So you're having the builder 
in and The care and maintenance of your property. 

The first gives sensible advice on how to make life possible 
when the builders are in, both for yourself and for the builder. 
The second contains thoroughly sound information on what 
should be done to keep your property in order and includes 
a postcard asking the builder to send his representative. 

The third leaflet is called You and your Client, and is similat 
in content to the first from the builder's point of view. 
However, it rather overstresses the desirability of impressing 
the client, by the use of such things as clean overalls and the 
liberal use of dust sheets. Both these things are signs of a 
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good building firm, but they are good in themselves and 
surely should not be indulged in merely to impress clients. 
Clients will only be impressed by quick service and good 
workmanship. 


Michael Pattrick leaving the AA

His untiring work for the school calmed it down and re- 
established its high standards. At the same time he was able 
to preserve its adventurous spirit. The AA owes Mr Pattrick 
a great deal.

National Trust report

Always short of money, the Trust, 
in the conclusion of the report, allows itself to daydream and 
to imagine that it had unlimited means. What would it do in 
the next few years? It would put two things first—coastal 
preservation, and the placing of wires underground. Noble 
sirs, may your dreams come true! 

On the question of wires underground, it is interesting to 
note from another part of the report that the GPO has carried 
out successful experiments on putting telephone wires 
underground using a mole plough. This method has already 
been used at the head of Great Langdale and in Cornwall.

The commission felt that the apparently revolutionary 
form of their report expressed no more than the historic 
process of change in modern terms. 

On economic and social factors, the report stated that 
while it was right to assume that the green belt would be

Lambeth. 13. Wandsworth (part). 14. Battersea 
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24. Barking, Dagenham. 25. East Ham. 26. West 
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Walton and Weybridge 
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generally maintained, the attraction and convenience of 
London would make it impossible to check completely the 
growth of jobs and population. It therefore followed that the 
urbanization of the area was likely to be further intensified, 
especially if internal communications were improved. 

On town planning, the commission felt that the implica- 
tions of the Greater London Plan required early attention 
and this could only be done by some body which had the 
statutory duty of examining the review area as a whole and 
planning accordingly. 

So far as the traffic problem was concerned, the com- 
mission thought it could not be solved under the existing 
machinery and that one authority must be responsible for 
traffic management throughout Greater London. 

In the commission’s view it was bad for local government 
that in the administrative County of London, metropolitan 
borough councils should be deprived of any direct say in 
the education of the children of their inhabitants, and that in 
other counties the responsibility of the district councils 
should be diminished. It was essential that the planning of the 
institutions appropriate to each stage of education should be 
conducted as a whole and over as wide an area as possible, 
so that the greatest possible variety and range of schools 
and colleges could be provided.

The TCPA two-day conference last 
week reported by our own correspondent 


A QUESTION that immediately arose was why hold a conference on 
this subject at all, in view of everything already said and written 
on the traffic problem? ‘We've had enough talk’, said a delegate, 
inevitably. “What we want now is action.’ 

The conference itself provided the answer to this question. It 
soon became clear just how much we did not know about this 
problem. There will obviously have to be a good deal more talk 
about it in order that we shall get the right kind of action. A 
frank admission of the lack of knowledge in responsible quarters 
came from Colin Buchanan, whose appointment to head a survey 
team at the Ministry of Transport has doubtless been prompted 
by this shortcoming. 

That we needed more research and that we needed it urgently 
was the key point that emerged. Frederick Gibberd made a plea 
for a bold approach—there should be continuous study by a 
central planning research station, on the lines of the building 
research station, he suggested. 

Emphasis was also placed on two other aspects which, although 
not new, cannot be too often stressed—that roads and buildings 
are inseparable and that there must, therefore, be more co-opera- 
tion between architect and engineer; and that it is the planner’s 
function to bring the various interests together and ensure that 
this is a team job. 

* > » 


Plenty of useful information, mostly in the form of traffic 
statistics, was provided by the first speaker, Mr. John Hay, 
Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of Transport, though some 
delegates criticized his address on the grounds that he con- 
centrated too much on traffic densities and roads, and not enough 
on the architectural and planning aspects. 

He said that measured against its geographical area and size of 
population, Britain had the most extensive network of roads of 
any country in the world. There were plenty of roads; the trouble 
was that many of them were inadequate for modern needs. 
Although trunk roads accounted for only some 4 per cent of the 
mileage, they carried one-third of the total traffic. 

The basic information about traffic loads came from counts 
made continuously by the Ministry of Transport and the Road 
Research Laboratory jointly. These showed an increase of 7 per 
cent per annum between 1950-58, but of 12 per cent between 
1958-59. In its recent report, the Road Research Board had 
drawn attention to this latest increase and had said that, if the 
trend were maintained, future traffic estimates would once again 
need drastic upward revision. 

He went on: ‘But we are moving into an era when the demands 
of the motor car and the highway developments which it makes 
necessary are a very large factor in determining the pattern of 
urban development. This gives rise to problems which we are 
only now beginning to grapple with; and the increasing rate of 
urban highway works which, once completed, are unlikely to be 
altered for many years, makes it urgently necessary for expert 
and continuous study to be given to the general question of urban 
roads and their implications for the urban environment. It is for 
this reason that the Minister has appointed Mr. Buchanan as 
his adviser on the problems of roads in urban areas. The Minister 
has described the task as being to evolve a design for living in the 
last quarter of this century, and it is clearly a field of study which 
may have very far-reaching results.’

Malcolm MacEwen, chief information officer of the Ripa, but 
speaking in a personal capacity, said no adequate basis existed 
on which to mount a traffic system in cities. Virtually nothing was 
being spent today on research into urban planning. There was no 
scientific basis, either, for the widely varying standards accepted 
throughout the country. Nothing had been said so far about 
urban renewal and city redevelopment. He did not think nibbling 
at the problem would yield the dividends Mr. Hay hoped for.

Mr. Buchanan, who spoke in the afternoon, also began by 


stressing that his views were personal. His address, entitled 
Transport: the crux of city planning, took the form of a number 
of questions, which one felt he might well be asking in his new 
post. 

The first one was, appropriately, whether the motor vehicle 
had really a long-term future or whether we should not all be 
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taking to a variety of flying devices within a few years which 
would transfer our problems to the air. He was inclined to 
dismiss this at once. He could not see anything which was going 
to rival or supplant the individual, independent means of move- 
ment about the land. In any case, we had disposed a great deal of 
development round the country and whatever the future might 
hold, there was no going back on that. 

He then asked what were the difficulties with present transport 
arrangements and how serious were they? Most people, he 
thought, would put them as follows: 1, traffic jams and slow 
progress; 2, lack of cheap, convenient parking space; 3, over- 
crowding and delays in public transport at rush hours. He went 
on: 

‘If these three matters could be remedied, I believe the majority 
of the public would be well satisfied. I do not think there is very 
much understanding of what might be involved in the remedies, 
and for myself I find it curious that there still seems to be very 
little genuine concern about accidents and many other aspects of 
motor traffic which I find extremely disturbing. 

‘It is always a little awkward to find yourself taking a different 
point of view from the general one, but I really doubt whether in 
this case the public are seeing the matter broadly enough. I am 
not at all sure that traffic delays and lack of parking space are the 
essence of present difficulties. My submission is that what is 
really happening is that urban areas, and particularly urban 
centres, are rapidly becoming horribly uncivilized places under 
the influence of motor traffic, and that it is our whole urban 
tradition that is at stake and not just minor matters of movement 
and parking. 

‘Most of us live most of our lives in urban areas, but we seem 
to be forgetting what towns ought to be like. We are thrilled to 
bits when someone comes forward with an idea for speeding up 
traffic by 1:75 miles per hour, or for guard rails to prevent us 
stepping off the kerb, or for an “‘all-red”’ at the traffic lights to 
give us another three seconds to scuttle across more or less in 
safety. | am not decrying such measures, but I think they are 
lowly ambitions and that we should have in our minds the vision 
of urban areas where we don’t have to run for our lives at the 
approach of a motor vehicle, where we don’t have to wait mud- 
bespattered in driving rain for the buses, where we don’t have to 
breathe in vehicle fumes, where we don’t have to converse in 
signs because of the noise, where we don’t have to struggle along 
narrow congested pavements, where we don’t have vehicles 
stationary or moving cluttering up every yard of available space, 
and where we can wander freely about and take stock of our 
surroundings and receive the stimulus that a coherent urban 
environment can give. 

‘This is a fundamental question of values, and I hope very 
much that we shall have some discussion on this point because I 
think it is of the greatest importance. I have no doubt that 
measures to deal with road traffic will involve every now and then 
sacrifices of things we value—buildings, meadows, narrow streets, 
views and privacy—but these losses will be easier to bear if we 
know we are working towards the creation of retention of things 
as good elsewhere. The prospect that terrifies me is that we shall 
dodge along from one “improvement”’ to the next, widening out 
and opening up, destroying things of value right and left, but even 
sO never catching up with the motor vehicle. I think that is the 
sad lesson of the last 40 years. 

‘There is a further aspect of this question of urban values which 
I should mention. I have just referred to the “stimulus of a 
coherent urban environment” and this means that I believe firmly 
that in any measures we consider for adapting cities to motor 
traffic we must seek to continue in the mainstream of urban 
tradition with its emphasis on compactness, easy social exchanges, 
architectural unity, and freedom of movement for pedestrians. 
The difficulty we are up against is that the motor vehicle operates 
strongly against these urban qualities. Already it has proved an 
arch scatterer of development and given its head it will continue 
with the job. I know that we are on the threshold of the motor 
age, that the boom still lies ahead, but I do not think there is any 
reason to panic and to abandon the great tradition of compactness 
in favour of the sprawl and dispersal that wholesale acceptance of 
the “‘drive-in’’ philosophy would involve. I think this is the real 
challenge ahead, to see how far we can retain cities broadly inthe 
traditional concept (though perhaps much changed in detail) while 
securing reasonably full exploitation of the many remarkable 
qualities of motor transport.’ 

His third question was, he said, more practical. Assuming 
further substantial increases in road traffic, could the congestion 
in towns be dealt with simply by expenditure on the roads, or was 
this widely-held view a false simplification? 

‘Personally,’ he said, ‘I would like to see a few thorough-going

‘Perhaps I may be forgiven in the circumstance 
to a study made two years ago by Paul Boisse Percy 
Johnson- Marshall, and myself in connection with an ¢ for the 
Berlin central area planning competition. In tl xercise we 
divided the area into a number of rectangular “sup cks”’ set 
out in a grid of motorways which linked to the 
country motorways. Within the super-blocks the ground 
area was devoted to traffic uses—bus stops, goods deliveries, car 
parking and access to further sub-ground car parks super- 
block was to be decked completely over at first-fic vel with 
light connecting bridges to adjoining blocks. These d« became, 
as it were, the new level for city life. Here were to be lall the 
shops, the offices, the churches, the squares, the fount and the 
trees. This seemed to be one way of utilizing the vehicle 
without allowing it to dominate, and we felt that sing city 
life above the traffic we were providing the opp« y fora 
return to the best traditions of civic design. I think | ned two 
main lessons from this study. The first is that the vehicle 
has completely destroyed the long-standing concept of the 
ordinary town street, and the other is that the stan at which 
pedestrians are catered for is a measure of the « quality 
of a scheme. 

‘Lest you should dismiss this kind of thing as fa: tic I might 
mention that at Cumbernauld New Town in Scot is pro- 
posed to build a multi-level town centre; and the ive 
just completed a fascinating study for their propos 
at Hook with a decked town centre with pedes 
connecting directly to the first floors of adjoin 
flats, and with virtually the whole ground area 
traffic.” 

This led directly to his fifth question. Could the ex 
and fabric of towns be preserved by any px 
aimed at reducing traffic to manageable propor 
of restrictions ? 

‘IT am not going to express a view on it at all,” he red. ‘All 
I am saying is that if, as | honestly think is the case, the motor 
vehicle is going to demand very expensive and far-reaching changes 
to towns, then it is logical to ask whether we really need to have 
all this motor traffic. So often I hear people say gmatically 
that it is wicked even to think of separating the common man 
from his motor car. | am not quarrelling with tha ew, | am 
only trying to point out the consequences, which, | sure, are 
very serious. So I would plead for this questior eceive fair 
consideration, and at any rate for the facts to be revealed. The 
most important point is one to which I have referred. 
Suppose some traffic could be cut off (e.g. priv traffic 
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firmly checked at peripheral car parks), what would the essential 
residual traffic amount to? Would it still be enough to demand 
major modifications to the central areas?” 

Mr. Buchanan said he would be surprised if public transport 
improvements would produce many gains. However, the con- 
sistent lesson from other countries seemed to be that where they 
had neglected public transport in favour of the car they had 
come to regret it. 

On the possibility of rearranging urban functions in a way 
that would substantially reduce the traffic conflicts, he said large- 
scale decentralization raised many political issues, but he felt 
it was one of the possibilities that needed assessing technically 

Assuming that he was right that the motor vehicle really was 
a powerful influence on urban form, how were we to achieve the 
necessary transformations to cope with it? Did it involve the 
comprehensive redevelopment of urban areas in sizeable blocks, 
or could it be done piecemeal ? 

‘This is the crux within the crux,’ he asserted. ‘I am fairly 
confident in my own mind that it cannot be done piecemeal, and 
that scattered rebuilding here and there is the strongest possible 
inducement to the perpetuation of existing conditions. You don't 
have to look very far to see the opportunities that are being missed 
through piecemeal redevelopment, and they are opportunities that 
will not come again for the best part of a century.” 

Speaking of those towns of architectural or historic interest 
threatened by the motor car, he said he would exclude from a 
policy of ‘no change’ the change that the traffic overwhelming 
these areas should be cleared out. If they were going to hand 
these places on to succeeding ‘generations, he couldn't avoid the 
conclusion that some degree of traffic restriction would be needed 
Good architecture was no good unless it could be seen. All over 
the country small towns and villages, too, were being infested by 
traffic to the point of destroying much of their value as places to 
live in 

On car parking he said there was an opinion gaining ground 
that parking charges and parking location might be deliberately 
contrived with a view to assisting the wider problems of urban 
transport; for example, heavy charges for long-period parking in 
congested centres and cheap peripheral parking with improved 
public transport in the centre. 

Finally, he asked what lessons we had to learn from abroad, 
Suggesting that perhaps this was one field in which it might pay 
us not to be pioneers. The consequence of mistaken policies might 
well prove disastrous. 

* * * 

In the discussion Mr. L. W. Lane, the Lcc’s senior planning 
officer, said investment in roads did not match investment in motor 
car production. There was plenty of pre-planning in the car trade, 
but planning in respect of our environment had become a dirty 
word. He thought the present administrative arrangements left 
much to be desired—buildings, roads and traffic were dealt with 
by different departments of state. We had to get some co-ordina- 
tion at the top. 

Mr. J. D. C. Churchill, of London Transport Executive, 
disagreed with Mr. Buchanan about the effects of public transport 
improvements. He said that modernization of existing lines and 
the construction of the new Victoria tube would take a good deal 
of traffic off the roads. It was notable in this connection that 15 
per cent of travellers on a new Toronto line were former road 
users. The USA had run down public transport to such an extent 
that it was now considered infra dig in some places to be seen on 
a bus. Now they were trying to repair the damage. 

Mr. Richard Edmonds, chairman of the Lcc planning com- 
mittee, said they ought to say firmly that a place was designed for 
so much traffic and it should not be allowed to take any more. 
Some 70,000 cars a day were entering the central areas of London. 
Could they really cater for so much, whatever redevelopment was 
carried out? One outcome would probably be the encouragement 
of commercial traffic at the expense of the commuter. 

Replying, Mr. Buchanan said he hoped for more consultations 
between planners and the motor trade. In his view comprehensive 
redevelopment was a key to the solution of traffic problems. 

a * + 


Delegates heard more about comprehensive schemes later, 
when Frederick Gibberd showed how traffic problems were being 
tackled in the new towns and by bold schemes in the central 
areas elsewhere. He said detailed plans of this nature were needed 
for all towns and villages. 

In addition to his suggestion, already referred to, that there 
should be a central planning research station, he recommended 
that a technical handbook be issued on central area redevelop- 
ment which would be subject to periodic review. 

His most fascinating address, illustrated with slides, rounded 
off a conference which, while leaving many questions unanswered, 
charted several routes along which real progress might be made. 
It was a source of satisfaction, too, to feel that so many of these 
stimulating ideas had come from someone who would be able to 
wield considerable influence in future policies.

Foundations 


High water levels were encountered, 
necessitating the use of piled founda- 
tions, as large excavations needed for 
heavy column bases would have meant 
sheet piling and almost continuous 
pumping, A test pile was driven down 
into the loadbearing substrata and 
test-loaded to the extent of several 
tons in excess of normal single-pile 
load. 


External finishes 


The cladding of the upper floors con- 
sists of large windows in full height 
storey panels divided horizontally by 
bands of precast-facing units forming 
the cladding to the structural rein- 
forced concrete edge beams. Storey- 
height panels are infilled with vitreous 
enamel panels, finished white, metal 
windows and ventilation louvres. 


Maintenance 


Considerable thought was given to the 
problem of external cleaning and 
painting and in order to give easy 
access to the main window walling an 
overhead continuous mono-rail has 
been provided around the entire glazed 
area of the external walls. From this, 
boats and cradles can be suspended 
and moved around to any point. The 
boilers are sited to allow easy replace- 
ment and maintenance access. Colour 
identification on all pipework has been 
used throughout. 


Special finishes 

Floors within the warehouse area are 
finished in granolithic paving, specially 
treated to prevent dusting and on the 
upper production floors special hard- 
wearing plastic tiling has been used 
throughout.

THE building was designed for the pro- 
duction of tablets, ampoules, emul- 
sions, etc., and their final packaging 
for delivery to the warehouse in 
another part of the works. The compli- 
cated nature of the processes and 
circulation in this building meant that 
considerable research was necessary 
into the circulation problems arising 
and needed close collaboration with 
the clients, engineers and production 
departments. 


Planning 
The building consists of a central 
packing hall with various production 
rooms arranged around the perimeter 
of this hall. Materials, bottles, packing 
materials, etc., enter the building at 
the south side and circulate through the 
departments according to the method 
of preparation employed, finally reach- 
ing the packing hall, from whence they 
are conveyed to the dispatch bay at 
the east end of the building. 

Special provision is made for visi- 
tors, who come in large numbers and

The 
ground floor is raised above ground 
level and consists of a flat reinforced 
concrete slab on columns, cantilever 
ing from the brick basement walls and 
carrying a light steel frame with 
4in x 4in welded steel box stanchions 
at 8ft centres rcund the perimeter and 
inner ring of the building. These 
stanchions are connected by light 
lattice steel beams which form a deep 
duct over the perimeter rooms to 
house trunking and pipework. The 
roof to the first-floor level is a similar 
lattice beam, in this case 6ft deep, 
forming a completely accessible area 
for services, trunking and special 
equipment. 

The first floor is a thin concrete slab 
supported on the lattice beams and the 
roof is a channel reinforced wood 
wool decking finished with built-up 
roofing. Ceilings throughout are 
suspended on the underside of the 
lattice beams and are removable at 
any point. These ceilings vary accord- 
ing to their location and consist of 
acoustic tiles, Asbestolux and heated 
acoustic panels. 

The main packing floor is roofed 
with three large lattice shells of 48ft 
span, which are stiffened by gable 
beams which form walkways over the 
bridges crossing the packing hall. It 
was originally intended to use shell 
concrete domes, but in conjunction 
with the Building Research Station the 
daylighting was studied and the present 
roof form devised with large north 
lights and smaller glazed areas on the 
south.

The main building structure is stif- 
fened by the four exit staircases, which 
are strategically placed for this pur- 
pose, with reinforced concrete walls 
and stairs. The outer walls are mainly 
clad in an aluminium curtain walling 
with aluminium double hung sash 
windows where opening lights are 
required. A cradle rail provided round 
the entire building for window clean- 
ing, maintenance and redecoration was 
also used for the erection of the curtain 
walling to eliminate scaffolding.

THe first stage of this factory was 
commenced in May, 1955, and com- 
pleted in 12 months. The building 
consisted of a manufacturing area on 
two floors with packing belts, etc., a 
large warehouse, canteen and a small 
office building with works lavatories 
and cloakrooms. 

On the completion of the first stage, 
the clients decided to move the whole 
of their organization to Eastleigh, and 
stage Il was commenced which 
involved the addition of a first floor 
to the office canteen block to take the 
extra administrative staff, increasing 
the size of the warehouse by approxi 
mately 50 per cent, and doubling the 
size of the manufacturing area. This 
work was Carried out as a continuation 
of the original contract, and the 
methods of construction employed in 
the first stage were continued in the 
second. The work was carried out at 
great speed and the new extension was 
ready for occupation in less than 12 
months from the commencement of 
the work.

The principal problems were con- 
cerned with the protection of the 
existing ground floor office block 
while the first floor was added, and 
with bad winter weather this proved to 
be a difficult exercise. The warehouse 
extension consists of precast reinforced 
concrete framing with aluminium roof 
deck and concrete floor. The office 
building and the manufacturing exten- 
sion continued the existing structural 
system using precast prestressed con- 
crete units as frame work with brick 
infill walls and concrete roof. Finishes 
follow the original building (see 
details, A & BN, February 2, 1957). 

The completed factory now provides 
a floor area of nearly 200,000 sq ft and 
has a staff of 600 manufacturing and 
clerical employees.

Manchester Building Exhibition ssc sinc som.2ose io 9 


reported by David Jenkin, BA, FRIBA 


I ATTENDED the opening day of the 
23rd Building Exhibition in the City 
Hall at Manchester. These exhibitions 
are held every two years, and alternate 
with the Olympia one in London. They 
are run on similar lines. You feel you 
might be at Olympia except that every 
thing is on such a more digestible 
scale. While I find Olympia a bit of 
a marathon, I really enjoy my round 
of the Manchester show. 

There were several entirely new 
products since last year’s Olympia 
show, Very few stands were without 
some innovation to offer, even if it 
were limited to perfecting lines already 
embarked upon—actually often to be 
preferred to jumping from one eye- 
catcher to another. Among many 
items, I saw a new, very light and 
cheap form of heat insulation from 
Scandinavia, a variant on how to fix 
plasterboard to solid walls, a radio 
controlled garage door, a door you lift 
to open with very interesting results, 
to name only a few. Heating con- 
tributed quite a number of develop 
ments, particularly for domestic use, 
indicating that much thought is going 
into this promising, but as yet far from 
resolved, field. 


Exhibition stands 

When I look back to six years ago, 
the general appearance of the Building 
Exhibition has improved a lot. It is 
much more orderly. Stand design has 
been tidied up. While this year there 
were no stands which broke new 
ground, there were several good ones, 
which formed a very efficient and 
attractive setting for their goods. 


Icona had an extremely spacious 
stand, To me it was the best there. Just 
black display panels set in a natural 
pine frame. Very good lettering! Very 
effective! 

Crane were close runners-up in my 
estimation. They had a very large 
space, but held it together by a simple, 
grey carpet over the whole area. The 
stand treatment was very open and 
restrained, wood either natural colour 
or painted black. 

Ideal and Richard Baxendale could 
not have been more simple. Self 
conscious stand design was suppressed, 
but the whole held together by a deep 
fascia. 

Central Electricity Generating Board 
treated their ceiling in chessboard, 
translucent panels. The whole effect 
was Spacious. 

As | came away I had a fleeting 
thought of how some of the exhibits 
I had seen might have affected Mon 
Oncle as his brother-in-law drove home 
in his car, sinking back among the 
cushions and _ radio-telephoning his 
office; then, with a momentary, 
pleasurable thought towards the heated 
lavatory seat he was nearing, setting 
another transmitter into action to call 
the garage door to open. 


Heat insulating 


Northern Domestic Insulators 
(Thermo) Ltd. exhibited their new 
heat insulating foam just arrived from 
Copenhagen, called “Thermo-foam’ 
Based on carbamide, it is a rigid, low 
density foam which solidifies some 
48 hr after being pumped into 
position. Since it is blown at high

pressure, it can be injected into spaces 
not normally accessible to other forms 
of insulation such as difficult roof 
spaces and wall cavities. Existing 
cavity walls are filled by drilling holes 
at lyd intervals in the outer brick 
wall and injecting from there, after 
which the holes are pointed up again. 
I asked whether filling the cavity pro- 
duced a bridge for water across it. 
The reply was an account of a badly- 
built cavity wall at the end of a multi- 
storey block in an exposed site in 
Denmark which was leaking badly on 
to the inner walls. Two weeks after the 
cavity had been filled with “Thermo- 
foam’ the inner walls had dried out 
and the ‘U’ value of the wall had im- 
proved considerably. ‘U’ value given 
on the stand for cavity walls filled 
with a 2in thickness of the material was 
0-082. The material is fire resistant. On 
a fire test on a wall built of this, 4in 
thick, the temperature on one side was 
720 deg C and on the other side 45 
deg C. After 3 hr of this the wall 
was still intact. As the result of 
a paint spray accident, the Copenhagen 
General Motors have installed this in 
their roofs as combined heat insula 
tion and fire resistance on the recom 
mendation of the local fire authority 
The work is carried out by the com 
pany’s trained staff, and it costs from 
3s 9d per cu ft downwards. The larger 
the contract, the cheaper the rate. 
One example given is £45-£50 to 
insulate cavity walls and roof of the 
average semi-D 


Pulverized fuel ash 
Pulverized Fuel Ash, P.F.A. for short, 


is a new raw material which is becom- 
ing available in increasing quantities 
as a result of the rapid growth in the 
burning of pulverized coal in power 
stations. The stand of the Central 
Electricity Generating Board was 
devoted to indicating some of the 
possible uses for this by-product. 
P.F.A. is being used in brickmaking, 
as a partial replacement of cement in 
concrete, to make lightweight build- 
ing blocks, lightweight aggregates, and 
as a filling material. 


Clay products 


The Building Research Station stand 
concentrated on the new type of per- 
forated clay brick which, you will 
remember, can be used to build a wall 
similar to a two-leaf cavity wall in one 
laying operation. The demonstrations 
by bricklayers were being watched 
keenly and critically whenever I passed 
by. 

Colthurst Symons & Co. Ltd., and 
John Browne & Co. (Bridgwater) Ltd., 
represented tradition with their hand- 
made clay roofing tiles, lovely things 
to look at and handle. The former 
must be one of the oldest exhibitors 
of all. The firm has been exhibiting 
since the begining of the century. 





Manchester exhibition 


Structural timber 


William Kay (Bolton) Ltd. are 
designers and manufacturers of timber 
structures. In spite of rising costs, they 
are trying to keep their prices steady 
Examples of their work on show were 
different types of timber beams and 
trusses, a shell roof for Coventry rail 
way Station incorporating four {in 
skins of softwood, laminated timber 
beams spanning 100ft and an 8&3ft 
span hexagonal assembly hall for a 
school 

The Timber Development Associa 
tion repeated last years show of 
structural timber design with special 
accent on cross-wall construction. 

A large area nearby was occupied 
by the Canadian stand portraying the 
use of Canadian timber for frame 
construction in house building, as well 
as some decorative applications of 
timber in panel form. 


Structural cencrete systems 


Of the structural concrete systems 
on show, Pierhead Ltd. showed me a 
further range of their pre-cast, pre 
stressed floors and roofs. This used 
thinner slabs than hitherto, down to 
Siin thick. As a typical example, this 
could be used with 60lb loading on 
say a school, with maximum span of 
16ft 6in. The main advantages are that 
it brings down cost by fitting in with 
brick courses, and, with multi-storey 
buildings, the thinner the floors, the 
less the amount of expensive external 
wall. Also, the construction can be 
lighter 

Truscon Ltd. refreshed my mind 
about their ‘Picture frame’ system for 
building multi-storey structures in 
pre-cast concrete. It combines economy 
with a high standard of appearance 
They put it forward as an answer to 
the architect’s growing requirement 
for a system which will give economy 
speed in construction, exposure of the 
structural system, and an_ elegant 
appearance. Though it has _ been 
extensively used in school construc 
tion, it is equally suitable for offices 
and other buildings 


Mastics 

‘Bostik Mastic No. 1560° is the latest 
development by B.B. Chemical Co 
Ltd., of its caulking and sealing com 
pound. The mastic is based on buty! 
rubber in order to have elasticity and 
very good ageing qualities, coupled 
with strong adhesion to a wide variety 
of surfaces.

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spread, and some plasterboard makers 
have developed their own variants. 
Imperial Chemical Industries _ illus- 
trated their method, which replaces 
the dollops by strips of plaster run 
along the edges and the middle of the 
plasterboard before pressing home 
on to the wall. These methods are 
quickly picked up by plasterers, and 
those I have met applying plasterboard 
this way welcome it because it elimi- 
nates the messy render coat. In terms 
of ultimate cost I believe it can be a 
real economy used sensibly. Some 
spec builders use it, even when it costs 
them a little more than a render coat, 
because it saves the floors from getting 
messed up. 


Wood windows 

J. Gerrard & Sons showed various 
types of doubie- and single-glazed 
pivot windows manufactured in the 
joinery division of the firm. They can 
manufacture a pivot window that is 
completely safe up to 70 sq ft for one 
sheet of glass. 

Last year I wrote enthusiastically 
about a window on the Jayanbee 
Joinery stand at Olympia. It was 
featured here under the name 
‘Pierson’ sashless window. It is 
a horizontal sliding window where 
the glass slides directly in a hard- 
wood frame, all well detailed, and 
draught exclusion effectively worked 
out. As the window closes, the glass 
is pressed against the wood, or against 
the other piece of glass where they 
meet, making a draughtproof con- 
nection. The glass sheets can be 
removed almost instantly, so that a 
window can be single in summer and 
double in winter. A very popular 
window in Canada, from where it 
came, it is now becoming popular in 
better-class houses in London and the 
South of England. Cost, double-glazed, 
in hardwood, is around 15s to 16s per 
sq ft fixed, including glass. Five firms 
have clubbed together on this stand, 
and are all making the window, They 
are: Jayanbee Joinery Ltd., The 
Midland Joinery Works Ltd., Allan 
Bros. Ltd., Price Bros. & Co. (Penarth) 
Ltd. and Hide & Co. (Blackpool) Ltd. 

Boulton & Pauls showed, new for 
Manchester, a standard window frame 
they have developed which takes a 
patent double-glass unit such as ‘Insu- 
lite’ or ‘Plyglass’. 


Building boards 


‘Timberit’ is a hardboard made from 
the Eucalyptus-Saligna Gum. tree, 
which grows in vast forests in Africa. 
The stand of the sole UK agents, 
Thomas Simson & Co. Ltd., was 
devoted entirely to it, the first showing 
in the Manchester Exhibition, though 
it has been in England for a few years 
already. The Eucalyptus-Saligna is a 
tree with shorter fibres than those in 
Scandinavia and, said my informant, 
the hardboard derived from it has a 
finer and more even density, and 
generally a harder, smoother surface 
than other hardboards. There are three 


grades: Standard, Oil tempered for 
external use, and Armourboard for 
fair-face concrete formwork, Costs 
are comparable with other hardboards. 
It is available in several thicknesses 
from 2mm up to tin. 

The Bartrev stand, constructed 
entirely of this versatile board, 
featured, as the floor, Bartrev Clear 
Plastic Red Edge (Glitsa), a finished 
flooring grade available in standard 
lengths 4ft wide, delivered ready for 
immediate use. It is specially suitable 
for heavy traffic lanes. The Bartrev 
Board Co. also showed melamine- 
faced Bartrev, ‘Avtrev’, for counters 
and partitioning. 


Decorative sheets 


‘Laconite’ is a plastic coated hard- 
board made by Laconite Ltd. The 
stand, the same as last year at 
Olympia, added two new colours to 
the range. It costs 2s per sq ft. This 
material is designed both for domestic 
application and for shop fitting. When 
you need it, such as for exhibitions, 
they make a special, flameproof board. 

‘Panelyte’ is a laminated plastic 
board, ;;in thick, composed of layers 
of Kraft paper impregnated with 
phenolic resin, and having a decorative 
melamine surface which is extremely 
hard and glossy. It is recommended 
for counter tops. Cigarettes do not 
burn it. It has considerable weather 
resistance, and so is also recommended 
as a curtain-wall infill. It costs about 
3s per sq ft supplied only. It is made 
in Naples, and was introduced here 
six months ago. The agents are A. S. 
Lester Ltd. 

Introduced at Olympia last year, 
made by Rubber Improvement Ltd., 
‘Rilite’ decorative panels offer attrac- 
tive possibilities to the interior decora- 
tor. Basically they are glass-fibre 
sheets with cotton-print or glass-cloth 
inserts. The glass-cloth inserts enable 
you to incorporate a gay design with 
the colour looking equally strong from 
both sides, and would, therefore, be 
very suitable for transparent screens. 
There are a number of standard 
patterns, but customers’ own materials 
can be made-up and incorporated into 
these panels. The sheets using cotton- 
print work out at about 5s 4d per sq ft ; 
with glass-cloth, 6s 4d; and using 
customers’ own materials, 4s. 

Made by the same firm, ‘Rilquilt’ 
is a foam-backed P.V.C. quilting made 
in various thicknesses up to jin. There 
is a large range of shades. It is intended 
for table tops, bed-heads, and decora- 
tive effects generally. Range of cost 
from 10s 4d to 15s 7d per linear yd, 
46in to 48in wide. 


Plastic floor tiles 


Seen by the public for the first time 
was a vinyl, asbestos reinforced floor 
tile, ‘Rilflex’, introduced by British 
Mouldex Ltd., a subsidiary of Rubber 
Improvement Ltd., and of the same 
address. It is a resilient tile, and resis- 
tant to attack by alkalis, oils, greases, 
and dilute acids. There are 16 
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attractive shades. It is suitable for 
domestic, commercial or industrial 
flooring. Prices, laid, are from 17s per 
sq yd for 1 /10in thick, and from 18s 6d 
per sq yd for tin thick. Reduced 
prices for large areas. 

‘Amtico’ solid vinyl floorings and 
coverings, new to this country, were 
shown by Humasco Ltd. There are 
many colours and sumptuous effects. 
It is resilient, yet said not to be 
affected by stiletto heels. Tiles are 
made in five sizes, four gauges, 18 
ranges, and 300 colours. Cost per sq ft, 
laid, varies from £1 to £7 10s per sq yd. 


Sanitary goods 


Each year I spare time to visit the 
stand of Barking Brassware just to 
enjoy the fine, simple design of so 
many of their taps and fittings. The 
centre of their stand this year was 
occupied by their hot spray attach- 
ments which make big savings in hot 
water consumption. Compared with a 
normal tap running at 3-4gal per min, 
the spray attachment reduces it to 
3-4pt per min, 

Twyfords showed for the first time a 
pedestal lavatory basin designed by 
Jack Howe, which costs £20 17s 9d in 
white and £23 12s 3d coloured, and a 
new drinking fountain with trap incor- 
porated which costs £12 8s. 

Ideal Boilers and Radiators have 
brought out a pleasantly designed 
vitreous china wash basin and match- 
ing closet suite for low-cost housing. 
The low-level suite costs £9 10s sup- 
plied only, and the wash basin £4 14s 
with pedestal, or £2 10s without. A 
few days ago they finished the new 
‘Princess’ one-piece combined wash 
basin and dressing table, 42in wide, 
£12 in white, or £18 in colour. 

‘The most civilized comfort ever 
was used to describe the ‘Deluxete’ 
heated lavatory seat, newly introduced 
by Reginald Clayton Ltd. The unit 
operates through a transformer at 12V, 
using slightly less than a unit of elec- 
tricity every 24 hr. It is controlled by 
thermostat, and a pilot light in the 
cover provides an operating signal as 
well as a guiding beacon in the dark. 


Fixing devices 

There are always many fixing devices 
on show at a Building Exhibition, and 
this time I noticed three. 

The ‘Rawlset’ Anchor, by The Rawl- 
plug Co., is a device made entirely of 
a non-corrodible metal for specialized 
fixing jobs. It is designed to take metal 
thread screws. Once in the wall it is 
there permanently, and you can 
remove and replace the screws as often 
as you wish without ill effect to the 
anchor. 

The ‘Bulldog Gold Digger Drill An- 
chor’ was shown for the first time in 
this country by F. H. Bourner (Fixings) 
Ltd. This fixing has been designed for 
fixing heavy loads to concrete and 
brickwork. It eliminates expensive 
masonry drills as it has its own case- 
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hardened cutting teeth. A jin dia “Bull 
dog’ anchor has a pull-out resistance 
of I4ton, and a jin dia one, 8ton 

New also were ‘Terrier Self-drilling 
Fasteners’, introduced by Ramset 
Fasteners Ltd. Similar in idea to the 
last ones, they can be installed quickly 
and effectively with any air or elec 
trically operated impact hammer. The 
tin fasteners have a pull of approxi 
mately 4,000Ib, and fin fasteners, 
9 000Ib 


Cement products 
‘Pudlo’ in its various forms was shown 
by Kerner-Greenwood. They specially 
mentioned their permanent colours for 
cement, Even blue, the new blue, stays 
stable, they say. 

‘Pudlo’ cement paint costs 44d per 
sq ft applied in two coats. Ease of 
mixing is marked. There are several 
shades. 

Among the many ‘Sealocrete’ pro 
ducts was the ‘Double Strength 
Premix’ when you want extremely hard 
floor topping. Take, for example, an 
ordinary 14in grano floor. To mix in 
this ‘Premix’ would add about 2s per 
sq yd. The benefits would be greater 
strength in the early stages, which con 
tinues to be permanent, and gives 
increased resistance to such traffic as 
metal shod wheels. The same ‘Premix’ 
is also used for waterproof rendering 
Made by Sealocrete Products. 


External lacquer 


Do you use much external boarding? 
Do you treat it with some kind of 
preparation, synthetic varnish and the 
like? B.B. Chemical make ‘Noxallac’ 
wood finishing lacquers for internal 
or external application, and with a 
weather-resistant clear finish. A primer 
and three coats of lacquer normally 
work out at between 2s and 3s for the 
material. You must then add cost of 
application. While the stand main 
tained that this will last longer than 
any other external clear treatment, 
they were unable to give any guidance 
on length of life. 


Plastic water mains 


‘Polyork B’ is unplasticized P.V 
tubing for underground water mains 
and cold-water services, up to 6in 
dia bore. It is becoming more used by 
local authorities, even though it has 
only been marketed for about three 
years. This tubing was developed 
primarily to enable advantage to be 
taken of a relatively inexpensive 
sturdy plastics material to provide the 
water engineer with a pipe which will 
remain completely unattacked by the 
most aggressive of soils and by all 
types of potable water. It is made by 
Yorkshire Imperial Metals Ltd 


Oil-fired boiler 

The ‘Petite’ oil-fired boiler, by Crane 
Ltd., is a small, attractive, domestic 
boiler of 12,000 B.Th.U/hr, finished 
in vitreous enamel. The burner is very

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Quick response electric floor heating 

Moving to electric heating, I do not 
think that thermal storage floor heat- 
ing has in every case proved an 
unqualified success, if I may put it as 
gently as that. Apart from the con- 
sumption in some cases proving to be 
worryingly higher than _ originally 
expected, it has the drawback of 
inflexibility as far as heat output is 
concerned. For me _ personally, the 
night rate for the current would have 
to be substantially cheaper than the 
day before I would wish to adopt this 
particular system in my own home. 

I therefore welcomed the quick 
response, electrically heated floor 
finalized about six weeks ago by 
British Mouldex and Triplan Thermal 
Acoustics Ltd. It consists of an elec- 
tric cable heating element, laid on a 
membrane of heating insulation which 
in turn is laid on the structural floor. 
Over the heating element, and in 
direct contact with it, goes aluminium 
foil which serves as a heat diffuser 
and as an electric earth screen in case 
the floor is accidentally punctured by 
say a metal tool. On top of this comes 
tin hardboard which forms a subfloor 
to the floor finish. All these different 
levels are bonded together during 
manufacture. The thickness of the 
insulation at the bottom depends on 
the heat resistance of the floor finish, 
being at its minimum for say thin tile 
finish, and thick for close carpeting. 
Response takes half an hour. The cost 
installed is about 45s per sq yd, includ- 
ing a thermo-plastic tile finish. Load- 
ing is up to 1SW per sq ft. At 75 deg 
floor temperature, controlled by ther 
mostat and by time switch, running 
costs would be around 900 to 1,000 
units per kW per annum. This is 
a rough guide. 


Lifting door 


The lifting door was a most interesting 
idea from the Continent where the 
fittings came from. There were two 
beautifully made examples on the 
stand of J. Gerrard & Sons Ltd., one 
showing the idea applied to a hinged 
external door, and the other to a 
sliding window. This is the first time 
these doors have been shown in this 
country. The principle, very simple, is 
that when you have closed the door 
you turn a lever and the door drops 
din on to the ‘saddie-rail’ threshold, 
thus completely sealing off draughts. 
The operation was easy and simple 
The large sliding door slid along 
literally at the touch of one finger. 
See diagram. Lifting-sliding doors can 
be made up to 14ft wide in one leaf. 
They work out at roughly £1 per ft 
super in mahogany. To this you add 
the cost of the glass. The firm hope 
to standardize the hinged door, in 
which case they expect it to cost about 
£6 more than a comparable conven- 
tional one. Later on this year these 
doors will be on show at N. F. Ramsay 
& Co. Ltd. 


Overhead garage doors 


At Olympia last year the Bolton Gate 
Co. Ltd. were among the many show 
ing overhead garage doors. This year 
they showed a very impressive double 
garage door in this ‘Glydover’ range, 
7ft high and 14ft long, in vitreous 
enamelled pressed steel, The basic 
model, hand operated, costs £90 
delivered. Add say £13 to fix. If you 
want automatic power to operate it, 
add another £96 or so. If you want to 
radio-control it from your car, to save 
getting out to open or close it your- 
self, you add a further £80. So, for 
just under £300 you could have a 
really luxurious garage door. But, to 
get back to my sort of level, a standard, 
single width, pressed steel, overhead 
garage door, 8ft wide and 7ft high, 
controlled by hand, which the firm 
have been making for some time, can 
be had for £28 plus say £10 for fitting. 


Vitreous enamelled goods 


Vitreflex Ltd. had their usual show of 
vitreous enamelled rainwater goods. 
Units can be enamelled up to 6ft long 
as a normal rule, though larger lengths 
can be taken as specials if the quantity 
is large enough. They offered an alter 
native to the usual swan neck, a 
‘Sweep-line’, which is in effect a swan 
neck 6ft long. 


Dampproof courses 


Passing Damp Proof Contracting, I 
was reminded of their economical and 
effective method of sawing through 
existing brick walls to insert d.p.c.s. 
This method has been much in demand 
since first introduced. Costs are about 
10s per lineal ft on a 44in wall, and 
18s on a Yin. 


GPO 

The GPO last year and this appealed 
to all in the building trade to get letter 
boxes right. To help them, let me 
repeat: An efficient letter box should 
be not less than 8in by lin, with a 
flap to withstand a 45 m.p.h. wind, but 
be easy to open. Rounded edges, so 
as not to damage fingers or letters. 
Put it between 2ft 6in and 4ft 9in from 
the ground, ideally at 3ft 6in. 

If your practice leaves you £200 to 
spare, you can get a firm to install a 
radio-phone in your car which the 
GPO will work for you. Their stand 
demonstrated the equipment now 
being used in the S. Lancs and 
N. Cheshire area which enables the 


car to be in contact with any phone 
in the UK,

BC Fluorescent Lamp Holder (A)
